Monday’s Elba City Council meeting 
included a lengthy executive session

A nearly hour-long exec- 
utive session helped push 
the Elba City Council meet- 
ing to a two-hour session 
Monday evening, April 12, 
as the council gathered for 
the first of two regular bi- 
monthly meetings. 

Mayor Tom Maddox said, 
“We have had a couple of 
situations in the city office 
and with other workers this 
year that will require an 
executive session to discuss 
some of the general charac- 
teristics of the employees.” 
Upon his recommendation 
to enter into an executive 
session, the council mem- 
bers each voted yes for the 
session. 

The mayor next noted as 
would be a joint executive 
session with the Elba Water 
and Electric Board, and 
Jane Brunson, chairperson 
of the Water and Electric 
Board, called the session 
of the board to order. Two 
members of the Water and 
Electric Board — Angela 
Newby and Jake Cowen 
— were not present for the 
executive session. 

Brunson cited the same 
reason for the need of an 
executive session for the 
Water and Electric Board. 
All present members, a 
majority, voted to enter into 
the executive session. 

Just shy of an hour later, 
the members of the two 


entities returned to the 
council chamber. 

Upon returning to open 
session, Brunson for the 
Water and Electric Board, 
and Mayor Maddox for 
the Elba City Council each 
noted that no decisions 
were made and not actions 
were taken in the executive 
session. The further noted 
that neither the Water and 
Electric Board nor the City 
Council, respectively, had 
anything to bring to the 
open session for discussion 
and/or action. 


Under new business, 
Mayor Maddox _ rec- 
ommended three new 


appointments to the Elba 
Redevelopment Authority 
[ERA] board. Kenneth 
Calhoun was recommended 
and approved from District 
Two for a term to expire 
February 2027; Josh Mack 
was recommended and 
approved from District 
Four for a term to expire 
February 2025; and Avery 
Hanchey was recommended 
and approved from District 
Five for a term to expire 
February 2023. 

Mayor Maddox asked 
council members to con- 
sider investing $10,000 into 
the summer youth program. 
He said parks and recreation 
director Greg Hanchey had 
spoken with him regarding 
this program, and it would

The recent union vote by Amazon workers at the huge 
Alabama facility was a resounding defeat for the pro 
union group.

With 
that large vote margin we seriously doubt any appeal will 
be successful this time around.

What are some alternative ways to support a griever during the 
COVID-19 pandemic? When a loved one is grieving a loss, one of the 
most important things they need is the love and support of those around 
them. Unfortunately, the COVID-19 virus is making it difficult to show. 
empathy and support in traditional ways. It is still vitally important to 
Teach out to those who are grieving, possibly even more so, as they will 
likely find themselves more isolated than in the past. .

It's nice for the griever to 
Teceive something physical they can hold and read again and again. 

7) Have comfort items or flowers delivered. You can create a care 
package and have it delivered to the griever's house. You can also likely 
schedule to have flowers delivered to someone’s home.

FLOOD DAMAGE 
PREVENTION 
ORDINANCE 

Elba, Alabama 


The Legislature of the State 
of Alabama has in Title 11, 
Chapter 19, Sections 1-24, 
Chapter 45, Sections 1-11, 
Chapter 52, Sections 1-84, 
and Title 41, Chapter 9, 
Section 166 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975, authorized 
local government units to 
adopt regulations designed 
to promote the public health, 
safety, and general welfare 
of its citizenry. Therefore, 
the City Council, of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, does 
ordain as follows: 


SECTION B 
FINDINGS OF FACT 


(1) The flood hazard 
areas of the City of Elba, 
Alabama are subject to 
periodic inundation which 
results in loss of life and 
property, health and safety 
hazards, disruption of com- 
merce and governmental 
services, extraordinary pub- 
lic expenditures for flood 
relief and protection, and 
impairment of the tax base, 
all of which adversely affect 
the public health, safety and 
general welfare. 


(2) These flood losses 
are caused by the occupan- 
cy in flood hazard areas of 
uses vulnerable to floods, 
which are inadequately 
elevated, flood proofed, 
or otherwise unprotected 
from flood damages, and 
by the cumulative effect of 
obstructions in floodplains 
causing increases in flood 
heights and velocities. 


SECTION C 
STATEMENT _OF 
PURPOSE 


It is the purpose of this 
Ordinance to promote the 
public health, safety and. 
general welfare and to min- 
imize public and private 
losses due to flood condi- 
tions in specific areas by 
provisions designed to: 


(1) Require the uses 
vulnerable to floods, includ- 


ing facilities which serve 
such uses, be protected 
against flood damage at the 
time of initial construction; 


(2) Restrict or prohibit 
uses which are dangerous 
to health, safety and prop- 
erty due to water of erosion 
hazards, or which increase 
flood heights, velocities, or 
erosion; 


(3) . Control filling, 
grading, dredging and other 
development which may 
increase flood damage or 
erosion; 


(4) Prevent or regulate 
the construction of flood 
barriers which will unnatu- 
rally divert flood water, or 
which may increase flood 
hazards to other lands; and 


(5) Control the altera- 
tion of natural floodplains, 
stream channels, and natu- 
ral protective barriers which 
are involved in the accom- 
modation of flood waters: 


SECTION D 
OBJECTIVES 


The objectives of the 
Ordinance are: 


(1) to protect human 
life and health; 


(2) to minimize dam- 
age to public facilities and 
utilities such as water and 
gas mains, electric, tele- 
phone and sewer lines, 
streets and bridges located 
in floodplains; 


(3) to help maintain a — 
stable tax base by provid- 
ing for the sound use and 
development of flood prone 
areas in such a manner as to 
minimize flood blight areas, 


(4) to minimize expen- 
diture of public money for 
costly flood control proj- - 
ects; 


(5) to minimize the 
need for rescue and relief 
efforts associate4d with 
flooding and generally 
undertaken at the expense 
of the general public; 


(6) to minimize pro- 
longed business interrup- 
tions, and 


(7) to ensure that 
potential home buyers are 
notified that property is in a 
flood area.
